LEE,  STABBED  TO  DEATH  BY  PIN." 

"O.K.,  take  it  easy  and  give  me  the  story  straight,  all  the  details,  and  stuff." 

"Well,  it  seems  as  if  the  body  was  discovered  in  one  of  Cobb's  taxi  cabs  by  Don  Stadler  on  his  regular  milk  route 
this  morning  about  5:00.

Five  of  the  chorus  girls,  Flora  Ann  Hodge,  Rosalie  Braxton,  Peggy  Dameron,  Betty  Sykes,  and  Cotty 
Critcher  remember  his  sending  flowers  backstage  to  that  ravishing  fan-dancer,  Joan  Moore.  Anyway,  the  fact  was  definitely 
established   that   he  was   there. 

Upon  investigation,  our  mastermind  found  that  Mrs.  Peggy  Johnson  Lee  was  absorbed  in  an  affair  with  her  chauffeur, 
Donald  Huffman,  and  that  two  mysterious  attempts  upon  Lee's  life  had  been  made  previously.  Bolden  got  this  angle 
from  the  talkative  housemaid,  Doris  Blackwell,  and  cooks  Lillian  Berry,  Elsie  Mae  Bare,  Edith  Andrews,  Doris  Bridges 
and  Ruth  Storey. 

William   Stafford,   the   butler,   admitted   having   heard    Huffman  plotting  an  elopment   with   Mrs.   Lee. 

The  strange  thing  about  this  case,  Boss,  is  that  there  are  too  many  motives.  Here's  another  one.  Lee  was  sueing 
that  king  of  the  underground,  "Killer"  Kennedy  (Hoyt)  for  forgery.  A  little  Mrs.  Betsy  Riley  Brady,  who  runs  a  board- 
ing house,  told  our  detective  where  Kennedy's  gang  was  hiding  out,  and  some  of  his  mugs,  "Two-gun"  Tew,  A.  L.  Kenny, 
"Slugger"  Garner,  "Black-boy"  Lucas,  "Bogie"  Hall,  and  Wilton  Moser  confessed  that  Kennedy  had  been  planning  to  bump 
Lee  off.

To  check  up  on  this 
information,  Bolden  examined  Huffines,  the  backstage  janitor,  and  the  opera  ballet  girls,  Annie  Laurie  Way,  Julia  Parker, 
Edith  Sharpe,  Betty  Crumpton,  Mary  Davis,  Frances  Isley  and  Dot  Hawk.  All  agreed  that  the  deceased  had  often  visited 
Miss  Carr  backstage.

Oh,  yes — I  have  still  another  angle  up  my  sleeve  and  incidentally  the  key  to  a  huge  black  market  being  operated  under 
the  very  nose  of  President  Wall.
